Uneasy Europe turned today to 


a meeting between the foreign 
ministers of Italy and Germany 
for an answer to the question 
"war or peace?" which the Dan- 
zig district leader, Albert For- 
ster, failed to give in a bristling 
but unrevealing speech last night. 


Italian Foreign Minister Count 


Galeazzo Ciano went to Salzburg, 
Germany, to take .to German 
Foreign Minister 
Joachim Von 


Ribbentrop Premier 
Mussolini's 


suggestions" on what to do about 
the free city, the Balkans and the 
Far East. 


Throughout 
Europe, 
it was 


acknowledged that the meeting of 
the axis ministers may be momen- 
tous and that even Europe's peace 
may hinge on thejr talks. 


There was widespread belief 


that Mussolini was opposed to any 
action which might lead to a con- 
flict with Poland and would urge 
moderation. 


Danzlngers Expectant 


Danzig Nazis, especially, looked 


to the conference in Salzburg's 
ancient Castle Fuschl. They felt 
the talks might divulge the word 
of Fuehrer Hitler, which their 
"Gauleiter" did not give them in 
a 45-minute blast at Poland be- 
fore cheering throngs in the Free, 
City's Langer market place. 


Although Forster voiced belief 


that "the hour of liberation 
is 


coming" he set no date. 


"Poland may clearly understand 


that...Germany and our'fuehrer, 
Adolf Hitler, are determined to 
stand at our side in case of an at- 
tack from Poland," he said.

In England millions of Britons 


watched a make-believe war and 
hoped real war would not come. 
As dawn broke, Britain's greatest 
blackout — a 
demonstration 
o f 


civilian and military 
defenses 


against bombing raids—ended and 
a mimic air raid ended. 


Out From Darkness 


Half of England, an area popu- 


lated by 30,000,000 persons and in- 
cluding London, emerged from a 
curtain of darkness, 500 "attack- 
ing" war planes and 1,300 "de- 
fense" war planes left the skies 
and 60,000 ground forces left their 
posts. 


Another step toward solution of 


the British-Japanese dispute at 
Tientsin was disclosed with Bri- 
tain's announcement that four 
Chinese would be/handed over to 
Japanese authorities for trial at 
Tientsin. Asylum for the Chi- 
nese, accused by Japan of teror- 
ism, brought on a Japanese block- 
ade of the British and French 
concessions at Tientsin which has 
been enforced since June 14. 


In Tokyo, however, the main 


stumbling block to an agreement 
still stood. 
That was Britain's 


refusal to withdraw her support 
from the Chinese central govern- 
ment's currency in which London 
has argued, other powers are con- 
cerned. Tokyo has contended the 
issue is solely between Britain 
and Japan, but there were signs 
the deadlocked negotiations would 
be resumed. 


The British and French mili- 


tary missions arrived in Moscow, 
ready to begin staff talks which 
may advance the slow-moving 
negotiations there for a three- 
power mutual assistance agree- 
ment. 


Border observers at Hendaye, 


on the French-Spanish 
frontier, 


reported that the Spanish Nation- 
alist 
government was rushing 


construction of fortifications fac- 
ing France under the direction of 
German technicians.

State's Money for Buying 


'Wild Land' Amounts to 


About Only $600 Now 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 11 <*>.—Al- 


most a quarter of a century of 
purchasing which has^ added over 
400,000 acres of "wild land" to the 
state's forest preserves neared an 
end today as a $12,500,000 found 
dwindled to about $600. 


A spokesman for the Conserva- 


tion Department said the forest 
preserve purchasing 
fund 
was 


"virtually 
exhausted" with only 


about $600 unallocated of a $7,- 
300,000 legislative grant made in 
1916 and a 55,000,000 grant in 
1926. 


.uhe 23-year purchasing program 


has increased state owned forest 
lands in the Adirondack and Cats- 
kill 
Mountains 
from 
1,914,555 


acres in 1916 to 2,396,000 acres at 
the end of 1938. Forest preserves 
in the Catskills have been more 
than doubled from 112,000 acres 
in 1916 to 230,000 acres last year. 
The remainder of the purchases 
were made in the Adirondack!.

NLRB Rules Ford Company 
Violated Wagner Act in 1937 


Federal 
Group Declares 


Motor Firm Must Pay 


Back Wages and 


Reinstate 24 


Washington, Aug. 11 W)—The 


National Labor Relations Board 
has ruled that the Ford Motor 
Company violated the Wagner 
Acti and 'must reinstate with 
back pay 24 discharged employes. 


In Detroit, counsel for the Ford 


Company said last night that it 
would fight the order in 
the 


courts. 


In holding the company guilty 


of certain labor practices de- 
scribed 
as 
unfair, the 
board 


ordered it to stop discouraging 
membership in the United Auto- 
mobile Workers union, assaulting 
or intimidating union men, or 
interfering with employes' collec- 
tive bargaining rights. 


The board ruled that the com- 


pany had not dominated the Ford 
Brotherhood of America, Inc., an 
employes' organization. It dis- 
missed charges that Ford had dis- 
charged injustly 11 additional em- 
ployes, but said the company was 
guilty of discrimination in dis- 
charging the 24. 


The case grew out of a UAW 


attempt to circulate union hand- 
bills at the company's gates in 
1937 and the violence that fol- 
lowed.

Pittsburgh, Aug. 11 UP>—Spirit- 


ed Young Democrats, cheering for 
a 
"third 
term" for 
President 


Roosevelt, entered the second ses- 
sion of their annual convention 
today after hearing the Chief Ex- 
ecutive assert he would not sup- 
port a conservative for President 
in 1940. 


They waited with interest a 


morning address by Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, the Senate Dem- 
ocratic leader, and a night speech 
sy Paul V. McNutt, federal securi- 
ty administrator mentioned as a 
sossible "compromise" candidate 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


Sends Message 


In a carefully worded message 


to the convention here last night, 
President Roosevelt said: 


"If we nominate conservative 


candidates, or lip-service candi- 
dates, on a straddle bug platfonp, 
I personally, for my own self re- 
spect and because of my long serv- 
ice to, and belief in, liberal democ- 
racy, will find it impossible to 
have any active part in such an 
unfortunate suicide of the old 
Democratic party." 


The President still kept his own 


counsel about a third term, but 
asserted flatly the party would 
"fail if it goes conservative" or is 
"led by people %vho can 
offer 


naught but fine phrases." 


Shortly after the convention 


heard , the 
Roosevelt " message 


read amid cheers by Pitt Tyson 
Maner, of Montgomery, Ala., re- 
tiring President 
of the Young 


Democrats, 
the audience stood 


and applauded a statement by 
Senator Pepper (D., Fla.),-con- 
vention keynoter, 
advocating 
a 


"third term for Roosevelt's ideas" 
in 1940. 


The delegates cheered without 


hearing the word "ideas" but Pep- 
per told reporters he stuck to his 
prepared text before the micro- 
phone. 


Pepper charged the Wall Street 


"financial oligarchy" and "king- 
makers" who' had "picked" presi- 
dents in the past, were trying to 
do it again and already had select- 
ed for their candidates "Bricker of 
Ohio for President and Dewey of 
New York (I believe) as vice 
president." 


Loud "boos" greeted his re- 


marks as he referred to John W. 
Bricker, Ohio governor, and Thom- 
as E. Dewey, New York district 
attorney, both Republicans. 


Would See Wisdom 


Mr. Roosevelt said in his mes- 


sage he felt the senior party con- 
vention would "see the political 
wisdom, as well as the national 
wisdom, of giving to the voters of 
the United States an opportunity 
to maintain the practice and the 
policy of moving forward with a 
liberal and 
humanitarian pro- 


gram." 


"Do not let the reactionaries 


and the conservatives get away 
with fine phrases," he told the 
Young Democrats. "Pin them 
down and make them tell you just 
how they would do it." 


The President recalled his Jack- 


son Day dinner speech last winter 
in which he referred to the "sad 
state the country would be in if 
it had to choose between a Demo- 
cratic tweedle dum and a Repub- 
lican tweedlee dee," adding: 


"I want to amend that simile, 


so let me put it this way: The 
Democratic party will not survive 
as an effective force in the nation 
if the voters have to choose be- 
tween a Republican tweedle dum 
and a Democratic tweedle dum- 
mer." 


He said Republican and Demo- 


cratic reactionaries "want to undo 
what we have accomplished in 
these last few years and return

Harold E. Mitchell, assistant to 


Special Prosecutor High M. Al- 
corn, told the jury the case was 
one of "avarice and greed" and 
of "lust for power feeding upon 
itself." 


Hayes, who is in his fourth term 


as mayor of Waterbury and has 
served two terms &s lieutenant- 
governor of the state, is on tria 
with 19 others on charges of con- 
spiring to defraud the city of-more 
than a million dollars. 


Says He Knew 


The assistant prosecutor assert- 


ed that Hayes knew of the al- 
leged conspiracy from its begin- 
ning. 


"His 
function 
all 
the 
way 


through," said Mitchell, "was to 
cover this as much as possible and 
silence was always his role, ex- 
cept when he was used as 'front 
man' to show there was power 
and influence behind this conspira- 
cy." 


Hayes, Mitchell told the jury, 


"could start and stop anything" 
under the city's "strong mayor" 
charter. 


The defense, Mitchell asserted, 


did nothing in its final arguments, 
which 
ended 
yesterday, 
but 


"abuse" the state's witnesses and 
others connected with the case, 
including the special grand jury, 
whose findings after delving into 
the city's fiscal affairs were re- 
sponsible for the arrest of 26 men 
on conspiracy charges. 


Defends Brown 


He defended Warren M. Brown, 


the prosecution's chief accountant, 
against attacks made by the de- 
fense relative to various statisti- 
cal data used in the trial. The 
state contends that quantities of 
city records were destroyed in an 
effort to conceal the alleged con- 
spiracy. 
. "You can't audit books that are 
missing," asserted Mitchell. "You 
can't audit' books that are gone."

Konitza Says Albanians are Forming 
Organisation to Help Regain Country 


Washington, Aug. 11 «•>—Faik 


Konitza, former Albanian minister 
to the United States and now a 
man without a country, disclosed 
optimistically 
today 
that 
Al- 


banians are forming an interna- 
tional organization to help regain 
independence for their 
native 


land. 


The latest diplomatic list of the 


state department omits Konitza's 
name for the first time since the 
Italian domination of Albania. 
This was done because Secretary 
Hull announced last month that 
the American legation in Tirana 
was being closed. 


"Albania will once again be in- 


dependent," said 
Konitza, who 


will be permitted to live here as 
long as he wishes. "Albanians 
themselves are determined upon 
it. It will come about 
through 


one of two means-wither a gen- 
eral war in which Italy will be 


defeated or through a change in 
regime in Italy." 


The former minister, who repre- 


sented his country here for near- 
ly 13 years, said he is awaiting 
advice from King Zog, who fled 
before the Italians and who now 
lives in France. 


In token of his own defiance of 


Italy, Konitza has kept the ar- 
chives of his legation and has re- 
fused to turn them over to the 
Italian embassy. He is consider- 
ing whether to place them in the 
care of an American university. 
Konitza still lives in the hotel 
suite which served as both resi- 
dence and legation. 


"Judging from the number of 


letters I have received 
from 


Americans," he said, "they seem 
to believe King Zog left Albania 
without any money. One large 
company offered to make him a 
director if he would com* here 
But the fact is that he managed 
to take out $10,000,000 with him.'

a bill making broad liberalizations! 
n the social security act and cut* 
ting hundreds of millions of dol« 
ars off the tax burden it imposes^ 


Seeking to scotch reports that 


he would call a special session of 
Congress this fall, Roosevelt said 
at a press conference today that' 
so far as he knew at present; 
here was no reason for calling 
Congress back. But 
he 
addefl 


that if an actual crisis of war be? 
came imminent in Europe or th$ 
Tar East—in other words, if it bey 
came reasonably certain thera 
was going to be a war—he would 
probably immediately call a spe« 
cial session. 


He said he would do so in orders 


to insure American neutrality 
along the lines of international 
[aw. 


Favors International Law 


The President said he favored 


the lines of international law so 
that this country would not be in« 
volved. 


The President said in a formal 


statement regarding the security, 
measure that "these amendments 
to the act represent another tre-. 
mendous step forward in provide 
ing greater security for the peo^ 
pie of this country." 


"This is -especially true," ha 


aded, "in the case of the federal 
old age insurance system which; 
has now been converted into a 
system of old age and survivors' 
insurance providing lifetime fany 
ily security instead of-only indi* 
vidual old age security, to the 
workers in insured occupations." 


"In addition to the worker him* 


self, millions of \vidows and ori 
phans will now be afforded some 
degree of protection in the event 
of his death whether beforfe or 
after his retirement." 


The President said the size of 


benefits to be paid during tha 
early years would be "far more 
adequate than under the present 
law." 


He said he was glad that unemi 


ployment insurance benefits have 
been extende'd to cover workers in, 
some occupations previously uni 
covered. 


In All Occupations 


"However," he asserted, "work- 


ers in other occupations have beert 
excluded. 
In my opinion, it is 


imperative that these insurance 
benefits be extended to workers in 
all occupations." 


Mr. Roosevelt said he was ask- 


ing a committee on economic se^ 
curity, comprised of government 
officials to continue functioning 
and study various proposals which 
may 
be made 
for 
additional 


changes in the security act. 


The committee was appointed in 


1934 to survey the problem of eco- 
nomic and social security and de- 
velop a legislative program for it. 


In signing the legislation, Mr. 


Roosevelt disposed of the last of 
the major bills remaining from 
the congressional session. 


Millions of persons will benefit 


from the changes made in the se- 
curity law. One amendment alone, 
freezing for three years the pres-

Mammoths in Oregon 


Larger Than Elephants 


Scientists say that one of the 


proboscidean families that lived in 
Oregon \vas the northern mammoth, 
a creature that must have been 
"seemingly out of place, even in the 
strange pleistocene world" of which 
primeval Oregon was a part. 


The Columbian elephants, mighty 


creatures that rivaled In stature 
even the largest elephants of the 
present, living in old Oregon in 
great herds, judging from the abun- 
dance of their fossils. Also on the 
Oregon ranges, probably long be- 
fore the mammoth and Columbia 
elephant appeared, was huge Ele- 
phas imperator, remains of which 
have been found in Fossil lake and 
in the La Grande country. Impera- 
tor was an enormous creature, the 
largest of all- elephants and prob- 
ably the most ponderous animal 
ever to thunder over the pleistocene 
plains of Oregon. These animals 
were 13'/4 feet at the shoulder. 


The mammoth was apparently 


represented in Oregon by two spe- 
cies. One of these was so peculiar 
to the Oregon country that it was 
named Mammut oregonense. Mam- 
moth remains have been found in 
many parts of the state, especially 
in the coast counties and in the 
Willamette valley.

Panama Canal Zone 


The Panama canal was built by 


the U. S. and is owned and con- 
trolled by this country. Both Amer- 
ican and foreign vessels using it pay 
tolls for the privilege. The United 
States by treaty with the republic 
of Panama has a perpetual lease 
of the Canal Zone and has exclusive 
control of it. 
According to the 


terms of the Hay-Pauncefort treaty 
of 1901, which prepared the way for 
its construction, the canal "shall be 
free and open to the vessels of com- 
merce and of war of all nations ob- 
serving these rules, on terms of 
entire equality." The treaty stipu 
lates that & belligerent's war ves- 
sels may have transit through the 
canal with the least possible delay 
and without taking on stores or 
troops. Panama has no right to 
take possession of the canal and is j 
not likely to undertake to gain it by ' 
force. 


Head Hunters P-pitted 


In Utah Rock Pictures 


SALT LAKE CITY.—Evidence 


that a tribe ot bead hunting Indians 
once roamed Utah has been com- 
piled by Frank Beckwith, Delta 
(Utah) newspaper man and histori- 
an, after 25 years' study of Indian 
rock pictures. 


Illustrated with photographs and 


original drawings to prove his the- 
ories, the work is contained in a 
three-volume report that will be 
published by the Utah State Histori- 
cal society. 


Included in the manuscript is '* 


photograph and description of a 
crude petroglyph that ihow» two 
warriors returning from a raiding 
party carrying a human bead. 


Utah's petroglyphs, or rock pic- 


tures, are remarkably well pre- 
served, Beckwith found. Cut in the 
rock walls and cliffs with a sharp 
instrument, their age has been vari- 
ously estimated as 600 to 1,200 
years. 
They served the ancient 


tribes as guides and records. 


Reconstructing their mode of life 


from the picture records they left, 
Beckwith believes that the head 
hunting tribe belonged to the Pueblo 
race and that for a brief period in i 
their tribal life they took heads, in- 
stead of scalps, as trophies of vic- 
tory.

They were thus successful in 
immobilizing the loosened, pulver- 
ized earth, and rendered harmless 
the underlying rock, as well.

It would be well to add a thirteenth rule to

If you have seven people wanting 
boat rides, hire two boats, or three. It's 
cheaper than the hospital bill or the one for 
the pulmotor — which perhaps your local am- 
bulance cannot get to you in time. 


CANAL'S BIRTHDAY 


The Panama Canal has been in operation 


since August 15, 1914. Both the Republic of 
Panama and the Canal Zone plan to celebrate 
this 25th anniversary. 


The canal's best year was 1929, when 


6,289 ships followed that water highway be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. In 
the 25 years of its operation it has collected 
$450,000,000 in tolls from more than 100,000 
vessels. Use of the canal declined when world 
trade declined, but no one thinks that condi- 
tion will be permanent. Experts say that 
8,000 vessels a year will use the canal by 
1960. 


A quarter of a century is long enough to 


jnake the canal an old story to us, but it is a 
"brief existence for a project that was thought 
.'of more than 400 years ago. Balboa and 
other Spanish explorers saw the possibilities 
.in such a canal. Between 1515 and 1525 sur- 
veys were made across the Isthmus. The 
French company that tried to build the "big 
ditch" years later failed and this country's 
:turn came.

GIBRALTAR 


Britain still holds its stronghold of Gibral- 


tar, the European member of the ancient 
"Pillai-s of Hercules" that were fabled to 
uphold the heavens. But her tenure is less 
secure. Spain wants it. The new Spanish 
government says it belongs to that country 
and they are determined to have it. 


That seems to open the question how long 


a tenure is necessary to establish ownership 
of territory by a nation. Britain has held 
that fortified rock for 235 years,- and natural- 
ly considers its ownership well established. 
Gibraltar is, however, a natural part of the 
Spanish peninsula, and Britain took it by 
force. 


It seems unlikely that Britain will give up 


the fortress peaceably, for it dominates the 
eastern entrance to the Mediterranean and 
is therefore an essential link in her direct 
route to India. There will be a spectacular 
battle if Fascist Spain, backed perhaps by 
Italy and Germany, tries to seize it. That 
might start a world war if nothing else does. 


Americans who have been in Germany say 


they get plenty to eat, but there's not much 
nourishment in it. The food there is like the 
ideology.

GROWING PAINS 


What was called "growing pains" in my boyhood 


ivas believed to be due to the fact that when chil- 
dren were growing most of the growth was near 
the ends of the bones and so near a part of a joint. 
A few years later when infection of teeth or tonsils 
was found to be a cause of rheumatism, these grow- 
ng pains were believed to be due to rheumatism 
nd parents were warned that heart disease might 


follow these growing pains. 


While there is no question but that pains in 


knees and muscles in youngsters may actually be 
due to rheumatism following infected tonsils, never- 
theless it is now believed that rheumatism is not 
the cause of these growing pains in most cases. 


Dr. J. C. Hawksley, London, England, in Medi- 


cal World, states that "growing pains" is not com- 
monly related to rheumatic fever or subacute rheu- 
matism (early stages) and does not finally cause 
heart disease. 
"Children affected with 'growing pains usually 


give a history of frequent colds and coughs and dur- 
ing these attacks the amount of pain is increased. 
Such children are benefited by removal of the ton- 
sils and treatment of their colds. Many of these 
children do not gain weight. They frequently pre- 
sent signs of poor health. The commonest cause is 
some slight deformity such as flat foot, knock knee, 
spinal curvature, swayback. Improvement is rapid 
when these conditions are corrected." 
muscles are attached to bones — fibrositis — is a 
cause of growing pains. Tiredness is a frequent 
cause of growing pains and is seen in children who 
have long distances to walk to school or who stand 
for long periods." 


Insufficient sleep is also an important factor in 


causing these pains. 


Growing pains should always receive the atten- 


tion of parents. The pains may be due to infection 
of tonsils, which may be followed by rheumatism 
and heart disease, or they may be due to one of the 
conditions outlined by Dr. Hawksley. In all cases 
the general health can be affected if conditions are 
not corrected.

Washington, Aug. 11 — An- 


nouncement of the personnel of 
the new war industries board has 
occasioned general approval so 
far as the membership goes, but 
the failure to include Bernard M. 
Baruch of New York, who did 
such a masterful job during the 
World War in the same position, is 
the subject of considerable mys- 
tery. 


If anybody in America knows 


more than Mr. Baruch about the 
job of managing a war industries 
board in the midst of modern war, 
he has not yet appeared on the 
horizon. The Congress of the 
United States recognized Mr. Bar- 
uch's 
meritorious 
service 
by 


awarding him the Distinguished 
Service Medal. 
To omit Mr. Baruch from the 


personnel of the new board is tan- 
tamount to omitting a man like 
Winston Churchill from a British 
war cabinet in the event of war 
abroad. Mr. Baruch's experience 
runs into the ramified details of a 
complex industrial war mobiliza- 
tion and no man alive today made 
a more intensive study of what 
has to be done with the business 
and economic mechanism in war 
time. 
Those of us who were in Wash- 


ington in war time and saw the 
numerous mistakes and errors 
made before President Wilson sud- 
denly put Mr. Baruch in charge re- 
call how important -it was _to 
America's war machine to get in- 
dustry and the army and navy and 
air forces efficiently coordinated. 
Mr. Baruch not only had the confi- 
dence of industry, but the com- 
plete confidence of America's war 
President—Woodrow Wilson. 


Whether to include or exclude 


Mr. Baruch from the new war in- 
dustries board could not possibly 
have had any relation to Mr. Ba- 
ruch's views on strict neutrality 
recently expressed, because the 
war industries job takes effect on- 
ly after the emergency has arisen 
and decision has been made by the 
Congress to enter a war or take 


protective 


tion. 


and defensive posi- 


Mr. Baruch is well known to be 


a believer in adequate national 
defense, but is against involvement 
of the United States in any future 
wars. Once war has been de- 
clared however, his knowledge of 
how to mobilize the nation's in- 
dustries would be invaluable to the 
army and navy. 
The mystery, therefore, is why 


Mr. Baruch was not appointed. 
The board personnel was chosen 
by the army and navy heads and 
had to be approved by President 
Roosevelt. The President was as- 
sistant secretary of the navy in 
the World War and \yas abroad a 
large part of the time, but he 
could easily have ascertained, by 
consulting the records of what 
happened, just how efficient the 
Washington operation developed 
under Mr. Baruch's skillful man- 
agement. 


One of the interesting things 


about Mr. Bunch's war experience 
was that he detached hfeneifaM 
all his private investment* from 
any possible connection with war 
securities and then bore down 
heavily on possible profiteering by 
anybody. He has favored consist- 
ently the taking of the profits out 
of war. He has not only pro- 
claimed that purpose, but has giv- 
en concrete evidence of how to do 
it 


The men who constitute the new 


war industries board are capable 
men and would, if war broke out, 
be compelled to detach themselves 
from their present positions in the 
business world. They would have 
to make decisions that would cut 
down the profits of some of the 
biggest corporations in the coun- 
try. Congress has indicated an in- 
clination to legislate to take the 
profits out of war by heavy taxa- 
tion. Mr. -Baruch has withdrawn 
from all active business, has put 
most of his fortune, it is said, in 
government bonds, and he would 
have no difficulty in deciding is- 
sues on their merits because he 
himself has no direct connection 
with American industrial enter- 
prises. 


Failure to give the nation the 


benefit of Mr. Baruch's services 
may have been an oversight or 
may have been based on. a belief 
that the former chief of the war 
industries board 
to serve again- 
known to be 


would not care 
Mr. Baruch is 
close personal 


friend of President Roosevelt and 
one of the largest and most con- 
sistent contributors to Democrat- 
ic campaign funds in the last 20 
years, so there could hardly be 
anything personal in the omission 
of Mr. Baruch from the new war 
industries- board. 


There has been, of course, dif- 


ferences of opinion between Mr. 
Baruch and the President on do- 
mestic policies, but not on foreign 
policy. These differences have em- 
phasized Mr. Baruch's belief in a 
conservative program, but he has 
not been in the position.of mak- 
ing public attacks on the New 
Deal. As for the other members 
of the new board, however, it will 
be seen that anti-administration 
individuals are included, so here 
again no reason for the omission 
of Mr. Baruch appears. 


No explanation has been ad- 


vanced from any quarter here as 
to the failure to appoint the for- 
mer chairman of the board and it 
may have been an oversight by 
the army and navy officials, who 
are not the same ones as were in 
authority in war times. It may be, 
therefore, that the President has 
had in mind finding a way to avail 
himself of Mr. Baruch'_s services, 
delegating him as special adviser 
to the Chief Executive to whom 
the new war industries board 
would report in its relations with 
the President. This is on the as- 
sumption that war would come 
within the next year or so of Mr. 
Roosevelt's term. If it doesn't 
come then, the whole subject may 
be academic anyway.

Cuutdlan Open Champion 


(First in a Series) 


Golfers always ask me the same 


question: "How do you knock 
'em so far?" One reason is that 
because of a wide arc and longer- 
than-average 
backswing I have 


the clubhead traveling faster than 
most players when it sweeps into 
the ball. Another is that I have 
so perfected my pivot that at the 
top of the backswing I generally 
have the "feel" that I am in posi- 
tion to wallop one. If you're nice- 
ly balanced and your swing is it 
tune when you shift weight anc 
begin the downswing you have 
the feeling that you're going to 
larrup one. It is possible that 
hold my hands higher than some 
of the professionals as I bring the 
club back. And, like most of the 
game's better players, • I have 
strong,,supple wrists. I wouldn't 
recommend a backswing as Idng 
as mine to many golfers because 
the longer the swing the more 
chance there is for error. How- 
ever, in my case, I feel that I have 
plenty of time to swing into the 
ball while another, shorter swing- 
er sometimes will get the feeling 
that he must rush his swing. 1 
should be classified as a swinger, 
rather than as a hitter or puncher.
